Gas Tax Revenue 
Reaches A few Low 
Lansing. Jan. 28, (/pj— Herman 
lf. Dignan, secretary of state, re­ 
ported today a preliminary report 
disclosed gasoline tax collections 
in December shrank to $1,710,000 
the lowest in any December since 
1 934, reflecting the first month's 
experience with gasoline rationing 
in Michigan.

We are a kind nation as

them with food and clothing, but ( 
t here is mighty little in common I ani. 
between the pepole of the United 
States— even though some of our 
citizens come from those portions 
of Europe— and the people of the 
countries which may wish or be 
forced to join the USSR. 
Hence, 
the Russians may tell us in all 
sincerity that while 
a 
Europe 
chopped up in any weak 
inde­ 
pendent states will continue to re­ 
main extremely explosive, a E u r­ 
ope in which 
Kussian influence 
and power are predominant is the 
only guarantee that there will be 
no repetition of 1914 and 1939. 
There was a time until quite 
recently when the bulk of the peo­ 
ple in this country and many of 
our leaders wrere scared at the 
prospect of 
a 
Soviet-dominated 
Europe. 
This idea still worries a 
number of political men in Wash­ 
ington, but there are others even 
in the ranks of our most conser­ 
vative circles who are now of the 
opinion that after all this may he 
the hest solution if we wish to 
avoid being drawn into a Euro­ 
pean turmoil every quarter of a 
century. 
Tile taste of European political 
intrigues which we have had since 
we entered North Africa has been 
enough to cure some of the in­ 
veterate interventionists iii Euro­ 
pean affairs. 
Our army and diplo­ 
matic officers who enjoyed 
the 
full confidence of the people of 
this country and of their com­ 
mander-in-chief have been criti- 
settle|ciZed. 
American 
"friends 
of 
our 
friends” have helped, for no obvi­ 
ous reason except an undigested 
idealism, to tear up the reputa­ 
tion and prestige of our represen­ 
tatives iu Africa. 
And the North 
African affair is a child’s play 
compared to the currents, under­ 
currents and intrigues and jockey­ 
ing for power with which we shall 
he confronted once our armies de- j 
feat the Germans in Europe. 
One of the friendly criticisms! 
heard iii London about our h a n d - I 
ling of affairs in North Africa is; 
that we are not sufficiently “ ma­ 
ture” to deal with such compli­ 
cated matters. 
The British un­ 
questionably are correct. 
But al­ 
though we as an ‘'im m ature” na-! 
tion may not be in a position to 
determine our ideals in 
Europe 
there is no question that the peo­ 
ple in this country would oppose! 
our playing second fiddle in the 
settlement of European problems! 
while keeping first rank as pay-* 
masters for nations on the conti-! 
nent. 
In such an eventuality 
there | 
seems to be only one solution aft- 
er we have finished off the Axis! 
dictators— to leave the Europeans! 
to settle their own problems. 
In 
this manner, say the “ realists” in ; 
Washington, we would save our-! 
selves many headaches and keep 
on good terms with everybody. 
If the Russians feel that they 
could bring peace to a continent I 
w hich has been at war periodically 
for centuries, so much the better 
for all concerned. 
Recent 
developments 
h a v e 
shown that we can deal with the 
Russians in a 
friendly 
manner 
even more successfully than with 
other of our close friends and as­ 
sociates. 
One thing appears cer­ 
tain: we shall have no major dis­ 
putes with Moscow’ over economic 
zones of influence 
or 
the 
air 
routes of the world.
